There have been many 
changes over the years in Amateur 
Radio and each one was fought fiercely 
by those opposed to any departure 
from-the status quo but,-for the 

most part, Amateur Radio got better. 


imeearity 1955, Generals and Conditionals were allowed all privileges for the 
feretetime. Some felt that that would be*the end ofeAmateur Radio. But it 
worked! In 1968 when the Generals and Conditionals were limited to parts of 
the bands, even some higher class licensees said they would now lose some of 
Pedrecriends, But .they,didn't. 


When the Technician Class was set up, it was initiated to permit dedicated VHF 
and UHF experimenters to operate the results of their experiments. Now in the 
70's, the license has lost its original purpose and has become a communicator 
license. It's an easy way to g@t into Amateur Radio but it's a dead end for 
many. 


I haven't made up my mind about how I feel about the Communicator license as 
Proposed by the FCC, but I am trying to look at it from all sides. Many are 
against the idea at all because it would mean the end of the 2 meter band for 
Pepeaters. But would it? Remember, the proposal calls for two persons over 
21 with at least one holding an Extra or Experimenter license to give the 
Communicator exam. Also, all repeater and control station licenses will be 
ne@aepy Extra or Experimenter Class license. If a communicator class starts 
abusing a repeater, it's a simple matter to shut it down. He can't put his 
own repeater on the air. If all Amateurs are interested in keeping the bands 
clean, it just takes proper training, licensing, and policing for the new mem- 
bers of the ranks. An Extra that doesn't care what happens to the bands could 
probably make a bigger mess of the bands than a beginner. 


What's your ideas on the subject? I am sure the editor would like to hear from 
you with an article on Docket 20282. 


AUTOMATIC TRANSMITTER IDENTIFICATION SYSTEM* 


The Automatic Transmitter Identification System is proposed by the FCC in 
Docket 20351 released February 13. ATIS requirement would apply to all trans- 
mitters licensed in Safety and Special Services produced after one year after 
adoption and operating between 25 and 960 MHz, with the exception of amateur 
radio. 


ATIS Signal Proposed would be ASCII and give the station call sign at the 
beginning, end and every 30 seconds during a transmission. First or second 
class license would be required to program the encoder. 

Comments are Due May 19, 1975; Reply Comments June 2.

At a Washington, D.C. area Hi-Fi show early in February, the FCC put on a 
demonstration of various types of interference to home entertainment equipment. 


Several of us visited the exhibit and observed the demonstration which seemed 
to De interesting a good percentage of the people attending the show. I under- 
stand that the Special Projects Branch of FCC's Office of Chief Engineer is 
responsible for the creation and demonstration of the exhibit.

I surely hope so! But that was just a rhetorical question to encourage you 
to take out your crystal ball and ask a few questions about the future of 
Amateur Radio Service. To begin with,” 1 should warn you that much eletnae 


will be slanted toward further wt11lizatdonvo£ VEER-Uni spends 


As a human being (one of those creatures who tend to resist change) and an 
"insider" (one presently involved in amateur radio) it could be quite easy 
to say, "Let's just keep everything as it has been."' But we amateurs are 
definitely a minority and we may have to muster all resources to maintain 
frequencies, the right to use them and the opportunities to expand our ranks 
and modus-operandi. 


: Most of us have found "our thing" in amateur radio. Whether it be DX, Con- 
tests, Traffic nets, RITY, Oscar, VHF or what; it would seem appropriate for

I don't propose to offer the answers and I am certain that these aren't all 
of the questions. The point to me seems to be that we have a vested interest 
in Amateur Radio Service. We have a moral obligation to all other amateurs 

By. to help preserve ali desirable characteristics of amateur radio as we now 

; know it; to help the service develop into the creature it should become subject 
to changing times and our own varied and changing needs. 


The FCC Docket that is now out for response, I feel, should command our atten- 
tion. The questionnaire distributed by the ARRL to its members should be 
carefully considered and responded to by all members. We have all had the 
Opportunity to tune across the bands and listen to everybody's "pet peeve." 
Now our opinions and concerns are being asked for - in writing. Let's think 
it all out - perhaps air some of the points on one of the nets or at a club 
meeting - and then let's all respond. 


Don't forget to consider the UHF/VHF bands. I believe the 2 Meter thing has 
caught on! It has been fun - it's functional, compact and convenient. As of 
this writing, there are over 64 repeaters registered with the Carolinas/ 
Warginia Repeater Association. In the relatively short life of 2 Meter re- 
peaters, practically all of the available channels are in use or scheduled 
Beomeaise. Considering the rapid changes in the start of the art, it is fea- 
sible to have repeaters functioning on all VHF/UHF bands. We should start 
developing 50-220-432 MHz bands immediately for several reasons including: 


£ Repeaters provide effective, convenient and noise-free communication 
ie Low power (10-15 watts typical) requirement 

Ds 2 Meter band literally used up 

4 Long range possibilities good on 6 meters 

) 432 band extremely effective for local use only or saturating dense 


area
